St. Albert has registered 
a population increase of 
2,451 persons which repre- 
sents a growth increase of 
19.4 per cent, according to 
the 1972 census report tab- 
led January 23, 1973. Now 
St. Albert's official popula- 
tion stands at 15,000, 

The boost in population 
appears in every one of the 
several categories recorded 
in the census report, For 
example in the category ‘un- 
der one year old’ we find an 
increase of 69 infants while 
the increase inpre-school- 
ers comes to 362 over last 
year, This includes all 
youngsters between the ages 
of 1 to 6, The total increase 
in the age 6 ~ 18 category 
shot up by 935 persons over

The Berube family tree 
goes back to 1672, when Jean 
Talon relinquished rights to 
his estates in Riviere Ouelle 
Province of Quebec, to Jean- 
Baptiste Deschamps, The 
new ‘seigneur’ took poss- 
ession of the lands thesame 


year and brought with him a 


staff of eight artisans, 

According to records pre- 
sently lodged inthe archives 
at Dieppe, France, Jean- 
Baptiste Deschamps, the 
new ‘seigneur’ set sail from 
the French port of Dieppe 
in June 1671 aboard the 
sailing ship St. Jean-Map- 
tiste. Accompanying him 
were two carpenters, two 
masons and four laborers,

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Special meeting of PSS asks for 
resignation of Bd. member Stibbe 


John de Bruijn, council’s 
representative on the Pre- 
ventive Social Service board 
told a special meeting call- 
ed Sunday night to vote on 
dismissal of board member 
Hennie Stibbe, it was his 
view that both the member- 
ship of. the board and its 
objectives need to be re- 
viewed. 

Mr. de Bruijn, who will 
ask council to remove him 
from the board, told the 
meeting ‘leadership (at the 
board level) is lacking,’’ 
and that the board’s ‘‘track 
record is not good,” (in 
terms of accomplishments), 

Stressing his opinions 
were purely personal, Mr. 
de Bruijn said he felt the 
membership of the entire 
board should be reviewed 
and members should be ask- 
ed whether they approve of 
the principles of the OSS 
board. The board co-ordin- 
ates activities funded 80 per 
cent by the province and 
20 per cent by the town, in- 
cluding day care services, 
homemaker’s services and 
the St. Albert Safety Council. 

He suggested that board 
members might possibly be 
elected instead of appointed 
by council, and said there 
should be better liaison be- 
tween the St. Albert Health 
Unit and the PSS, ‘‘There 
is too much discussion and 
too little action.’’ 

Mr. de Bruijn’s comments 
followed a motion by board 
vice-chairman Dave Thom- 
as calling for the resignation 


of Mrs, Stibbe, a member of 
the board for the past 16 
months and former finance 
and administrative chair- 
man, 

Sunday’s special meeting 
had been called specifically 
to discuss Mrs, Stibbe and 
her apparent lack ofsupport 
for the board: because of 
an article she submitted to 
the Gazette criticizing cer- 
tain board actions, 

The board approved six- 
to-two the motion which re- 
commended her dismissal 
for ‘‘just causes’’ but Mrs, 
Stibbe said she would not 
resign, 

Mayor Gibbon, a member 
of the board told the nine 
members present Sunday, 
the causes for Mrs, Stibbe’s 
dismissal had better be out- 
lined thoroughly to council, 

*‘In attacking a person’s 
character you had better 
have it well documented,’’ 
he said, and warned, that 
without such reason, coun- 
cil and the PSS could be 
put in the position of being 
liable. 

Mrs, Marg Davis, who 
along with Mayor Gibbon 
opposed the dismissal mo- 
tion, said Mrs, Stibbe per- 
formed her duties as in- 
structed by the board and 
on many occasions the board 
approved her action, 

She suggested the board 
was as much at fault as 
Mrs. Stibbe, and said the 
resignation request was 
‘nothing more than a plot,’’ 
but she did not elaborate.

Comment From Ottawa Staff Roy Promoted To S/Insp. 
Food Prices 


By Marcel Lambert 

An area in which the fed- 
eral government is display 
ing what seems a tricky 
approach in the face of ad- 
versity, is that of food prices 
Food prices, you see, make 
up a significant proportion 
of the Consumer Price In- 
dex, which, much to the 
continuing embarrassment 
of the government, keeps 
rising. 

Food prices rose a lot in 
December, 1972. They rose 
1,4 per cent between Novem- 
ber and December, contri- 
buting heavily to an overall 
rise in the Consumer Price 
Index of 0,7 per cent for 
that month, Food prices this 
December were 8.6 percent 
higher than they were last 
December (1971), 

The government, itseems 
realized that this was going 
to happen = probably because 
it has happened every month 
for the four and a halfyears 
this government has been in 
office, 


Anyway, the government’s 
solution, as outlined in the 
Speech From the Throne, 
was the establishment of a 
Joint Senate and House of 
Commons Committee to look 
into food prices, 

Now, if Canada had never 
had a committee to look 
into food prices, this might 
be a good idea, But unfor- 
tunately, Canada has had 
many such committees ~the 
last one reporting in 1967 - 
and nothing much has come 
of their work, Except that 
its co-chairman Ron Bas- 
ford was made minister, 

With this in mind, Pro- 
gressive Conservative 
Members of Parliament 
moved in the House of Com- 
mons, that the Committee be 
composed only of Members 
of the House of Commons, 
to speed up its report; that 
the Committee’s report be 
due in three months time, 
so that reasonably fast 
action could be taken to 
curtail food prices; that the

facility so the grant can be 
claimed. They cannot get 
the support of other areas 
because they do not see any- 
thing in it for them, There- 
fore the grant is lost and no

There is only one way to 
overcome this problem and 
that is to have a constant 
mill rate (however small) 
assessed fvr building these 
facilities so a co-operative 
atmosphere can be created. 
With the assurance that 
money will be available two 
years down the line, one area 
will assist another build a 
facility this year knowing 
they will get one in two 
years, In this manner grants 
can be taken advantage of 
and facilities that should 
have been built 10 years 
ago can now be built. 

The amount of money 
ratepayers are willing to 
pay for facilities determine 
the number and quality of 
the facilities.

Boards and Committees in 
St, Albert, Fort McMurray, 
Lac la Biche, Barrhead, St, 
Paul, Athabasca and West- 
lock attended the annual N, E, 
Regional Conference held in 
the Retreat House in St,

ference also be planned by 
the host board or commit- 
tee, 

Specific areas of interest 
such as alcoholism, senior 
citizens, youth programs, 
counselling and inter- 
agency activity were dis- 
cussed in small groupsess- 
ions, with a scattering of 
Speeches. Representatives 
of various areas were able 
to interchange experiences 
and ideas in this manner, 
An example was the Barr- 
head group who described 
their active senior citizens 
programs, as to ways and

He noted also that the 
departments of health and 
social development and of 
culture, youth and recrea- 
tion, both of which Preven- 
tive Social Service is con- 
nected with, are alsocom- 
plex - with work going for- 
ward in literally hundreds 
of directions in social devel- 
opment,’’ 

He went on to mention 
some of the activity involv- 
ing both the government and 
PSS Boards; alcoholism and 
drug abuse, mental health, 
programs for handicapped 
and retarded children, sen-

Mr, Jamison spoke of the 
difficulty of deciding basic 
priorities in each commun- 
ity for programs needed, 
then implementing pro-

“T feel that no amount of 
legislation by three levels 
of government - and no 
amount of funding - can acc- 
omplish the goals of preven- 
tive social action without the 
enthusiasm and active 
involvement of many people 
within the communities 
being served’’ said the MLA, 

He outlined also ways he 
felt the media could be of 
help and offered a few sugg- 
estions on providing infor- 
mation to media people.
